WHAT YISH HAD TO SAY. 

Fish was examined at length on the mean- 
ing of these letters, and also upon the testi- 
mony given by him, vpon his own trial in the 
United States court.

“On Mev 5, I bad no doubt we could have 
gotten relief from other banks had the gov- 
ernment contracts been true, as I believ- 
ed them to be. A refusal to certify 
Grant and Ward's checks would have 
caused rumors which would have broken 
them up, and then our bank would be forced 
down.

bank. They were constantly maturing. In 
his letter of March 24, 1884, in which the wit- 
ness referred to the annoyance by reason of 
the Erie and other matters, he meant by 
“other matters’ Grant & Ward’s business, and 
when hespoke of the ‘‘burden,’’ he meant 
there was more than he could attead to, having 
allthe time torunafter Ward to make him 
keep his promises, and meet his obligations. 
In ny letter of April 24, in stating that our 
aflairs were drifting beyond my comprehen- 
sion, | meamtthe aifairs of Grant and Ward. 
On May 2, 1884,the firm owed the bank a 
large sum, and lurged Ward to bring securi- 
ties torelieve me. He brought me some on 
Fridsy, and said snappishly: ‘Now,l hope 
vou are eatisfied, you have here between $14,-

He came to see meat my rooms 
over the bank three or four days after the 
feilure, and he said hecouldn’t help it. He 
said I had been his best friend.

It is true, however, that the two synods who have 
sustained Dr, Weodrow are represented 
by seven members of the board, the 
othertwo synods hbeving six. This virtually, 
therefore, givesa majority of the board tothe 
support Of Dr, Wcodrow’s restoration even ifthe 
action cithe synods of Georgia and Alabama 
should sustain the action of the former board, 
end as soon as the action of these synods has been 
taken the board will doubtless proceed to rein- 
state him. 

Should this be the care, it will place him just

The resignation of Commissioner Thoman 
pifords an of portunity for a thorough recon- 
struction of ibe civil service, and the presi- 
dent cen scarcely fail to give the country the 
berefit cf en impartial and fair minded com- 
miiericnr, . 

No intelligent and patriotic man wantsa 
pértitan commission, butall who desire the 
permanency of thenew method of filling 
pJaces in the civil service, and all who desire 
an extension of the Pendleton bill to other 
branches of the service, should look towards 
the sppoiniment of as many from one party 
asfircmtbhecther. The truthis, very few 
democrais tave been appointed under the 
regulations erd manipulations of the prgsent 
commission, andifthey wereto remain in 
¢cfice, pot many more would be. 

Mr. Eaton recently attacked the demo- 
cratic platform of New York, claiming, 
among other things, that it untruthfully 
charges the commirsion with unfair dealing 
in its administration of the law in New York.

Even 
if he cen show tbat his mission is good and 
bonerable, will it do to say that the law may 
by him, in his own time and man- 
ner, be temporarily set aside? These 
things should bo be fo-g piten 
in connection with tke London trial, 
which is offinterest to almost the entire civil- 
ized world.€ Itis very!difticult to see how Mr. 
Stead can escape a verdictof guilty, bat itis 
very easy to'see bow the sentence of the court 
may be made very light, and how a par- 
don can come in to save the offender from 
all punishment. He is technically guilty at 
eny rate; and if the jury finds otherwise, 
England may as well prepare for a lot of 
cranks without fear of the law.

ie 
OF PROHIBITION VOTERS AT THS 
COURT HOUSG, 


aio One Thousand People Assemble to Hear Mr. 
vin D, Freeman end Judge Lester Speak 
for Prohiblrion—TPne Enthusiasm MSlan~ 
ifested—Account of the Meeting, 
ee _) 

About one thousand white men met in the 
basement of the courthouse last night to at- 
tend the prohibition meeting called by the 
Young Men’s Prohibition elub of Atlanta. 
Besider, there were about one hundred ladies 
end a good number of colored 
voters. .Every seat in the large 
hall wes filled by half past seven. Then the 
crowd filled the aisles half way up, crowded 
into the windows, collected in a dense throng 
about the entrance, and many who could not 
get in peered through the windows from the 
outside. 

At balf past seven the Young Men’ is 
bition club enteredthe hall © 

; TWO HUNDRED STRONG, 
escorting the speakers. They werecheered as 
they entered. Mr. Henry Hillyer, president 
of the club, presided. He said that the club 
wes highly gratified at the reception it 
hed met on this, the firet public meeting 
held under its auspices. He imtroduced as the 
first speaker Mr. Alvin D. Freeman, of New- 
nan, who wes applauded as he rose. Mr. Free- 
man spoke an hour anda half and held the 
clese attention of his large audience durin 
the entire _— time. He antinel 
without preliminaries upon the 
discussion of thesubject. He said there were 
three natural divisions of it which had been 
suggested by another. They are: First—Ig 
prohibition a proper subject of legislation? 
Second— Does prohibition attain the end for 
which it is designed? Third—Are the evils of 
the Jiquor traffic euflicient to demand 
iis suppression? As to the first question, it is 
idle to waste words. All the courts in the 
country from the supreme court of the United 
Siates down have decided that prohibition is a 
legitimste subject of legislation. 

As to the second question, does prohibition 
eccomplish the desired end? we meet mea 
every Cay who sneer and gay, “Prohibition 
does not prohibit!” This is the idle talk of 
men who are opposed to it.: There are facts 
abcut this thing which can’t be contradicted 
by talk. It is not claimed that 
prohibiticn absolutely prohibits, but 
it mekes whisky mighty scarce, 
Along with it crimeand poverty became scarce 
too. [{Applause.] Prohibition does not stop 
allthe liquor tratiic. Nolaw ever devised has 
completely remedied the evil for which it was 
framed. Themen whooppose prohibition be- 
causeitdoes not absolutely stop all whisky 
drinking might 28 well Bay 
that the laws arvainst murder 
ond theft, and the other crimes, are useless 
end bad, because therecrimes are committed 
in spite ofthem. Prohibition comes as near 
to the attainment of its object as any other 
law regulating the conduct of men. 

‘A PRACTICAL ILLUSTRATION 

is furnisBed in Maine. There thoy have had 
prehibition for thirty years. There are some 
men in Maine who porsist in violating the law, 
and some whisky is sold there. But the reve-~ 
nue from the sale of ardent spirits in Maine is 
only 4 cents per capita, while in Georgia it is 
140 cexte per capita. In other words, Georgia, 
uncer a license system, drinks  thirty- 
five times much intoxicating liquors 
as docs Maine under a prohibition law. [Ap- 
plause ] Prohibition will make a man a 
vielator of the law if heselis liquor. It will 
drive him from a gilded saloon into a dark 
cellar. [Appleuse.}] lt will prevent him 
from juring your boys into death traps ect 
end baited on your streets. [Ap- 
plauce.] The solicitor of the Coweta 
circuit said the other day that if one or two 
more counties in his circuit adopted prohibi- 
tion ke would bheve to resign, because there 
wou!d not be enough prosecutions for crime to 
pay hisexpenses. [Cheers] Whisky mon 
declare that tbere is more drinking under 
prehibition Jaws than under license, and yet 
they band together and fight 
every prohibition movement with the fiercest 
desperation. After making some other strik- 
ing remarks on this point, Mr. Freeman pass- 
edio the consideration of his third point, 
which tcuched the evils of the liquor 
traffic, and the probable results of its 
euppression. He asked what good did 
liquor ever do in all the centuriés it 
has been upon the earth. Did it 
KVER BUILD A CHURCH? 
Did it ever build aschoolhouse’? Did it ever 
build an asylum? Did it ever dry a tear, or 
soothe a sorrow, or implant a pure impulse in 
s human soul, Turn tothe catalegue of the 
crimes and disasters it has occasioned, and 
what a sickening spectacle arises before every 
man! 

Among the weak pleas which are raised in 
its behalf is that its removal will injure busi- 
nessand depreciate the value of property. 
Fortunately there are experiments to refer to 
in answer to this specionsargument. A Maine 
men cen see a dollar about as far as anybody. 
(Laughter.] Maine tried prohibition for thirty 
years, and when the question was resubmitted 
to the people they adopted prohibition by 
more than twotoone. [Cheers.] They raised 
this cry in Kaneasin 1830. Prohibition was 
adopted and the first year of iis operation 
there was an increase of $10,000,000 in the 
perscenal property in the state 
[Applavse.] In 1884, four years afier 
rohibition wes adopted in Kansas, 
in oneyeer the personal property of that state 
iperessed over $70,000,000. [Great applause. | 
That looks like hurting property and injuring 
trade, don’t it? They tried to scare usin Cow- 
eta by such talk as this. Since we adopted 
prohibition we have built two tactories, a cot- 
ton seed oil mill, fa $15,000 
churcb, several brick stores, and 
are now putting up another mill. [Applause.] 
Builders in that town tell me that over $100,- 
000 bas been put imto buildings there since 

‘rohibition, not counting a house that cost 
ae then $1,500. [Applause.] 

Referring to the ntest in Atlanta Mr. 
Freeman said tbat e eyes of men were 
watching this campaign. There are good 
men who will move here to educate their 
children and cast their lots among you if you 
will close up your 150 barrooms. (Cheers. | 
There are men who would rather live in a 
prohibition county and send their boys to poor 
schools or none at allthan to submit them to 
the dangers of acity with 150 barrooms gap- 
ing open every day. [Applause.] 

Speaking of the revenue which the bar- 
rooms pay -in Atlanta he _ said 
it was money wrung from 
the women and children of Atlanta and paid 
over the counter of the barkeeper by men who 
debauch themselves as they rob their families. 
[Applause] The highway robber cries, 
“Your money or your life!” The whisky 
seller goes further. He demands your money 
and your life. [Cheers.] es 

Referring to the argument that prohibition 
abridges personal liberty, he said a man has a 
right to co as he pleases provided he 
pleas to do_ right. [Applause.]
